Country Frofl]ifroaN 


Asked about the conditions of the 


country, Mr. McManmon said that Ire- 
land Is prosperous. As a result of tho 
new law compelling" all land owneid to 
plant at least one-third of their hold- 
ings, there was a great increase in the 
area under cultivation during the last 
three years, 
Kitch of the landlords as 


still remain were obliged 
to cut 
up 


their estates Into small farms and let 
them out to the peasantry for cultiva- 
tion at a nominal re:it. As an Instance 
of this Mr, McManmon mentioned the 
case of Lord Harrington, who 
owned 


about 1000 acres of land, the greater 
part of which was devoted to a hunt- 
\n% preserve for deer where game of 
all fclnds abounded. One man was em- 
ployed for his entire time in shooting 
rabbits that raided the crops adjoining 
the hunting grounds. In the summer- 
time, for lack of let1, no use could ba 
made of the rabbits and they were sim- 
ply burled, but in winter 
they 
ivere 


shipped to England and found a ready 
sale. 


lRh Trices Prevail 
This year's harvest was one oj the 


best ever known\ln Ireland 
and the 


crops were every where abundant. In 
addition to the heavy crops, the people* 
since the starting of the war in Iyl4 
had done everything1 possible In the line 
of raising poultry, pips and other live- 
stock. The farmers have teen reaping 
a gulden harvest as the result of the 
war and prices over there arc practi- 
cally as high \t not higher than here, 
although many peop'e here think that 
our prices are not equaled in any other 


country. As an Instance of the prices 
prevailing at the present time, Mr. Mc- 
Manmon says that eggs aro 5 pence 
each, or 10 cents; butter D shillings, or 
about $1 a pound. A cow that sold for 
10 or 12 pounds before iKo 
war 
now 


sells for -10 or 50 pounos. Sheep that 
used to pell for IS shillings, now bring 
three pounds or $15, and 
the higher 


grades, $25 to $50. 
Young pigs ibal 


before the war sold for $5, now sell for 
525. 
Horses that sold for $100 before 


the war, now bring $500 or over, 


Asked as to the price of clothing, Mr. 


McManmon said that 
the prices are 


fully as Mgh there is here and ho in- 
stanced the suit ihal he was wearing, 
stating that jl had cost him $50 In Ire- 
land and he could buy 
just as 
good 


here for the same money If not better. 


Relative to the general 
conditions 


under which the people live as com- 
pared with former years. Mr. Mc.Man- 
inon said there is a vast improvement. 
Why, he said, r would hardly know It 
was the same country. Passing through 
It In a train you see the vast number 
of laborers' cot lanes, all whitewashed 
and with slated roof?, giving every np- 
pearance of neatness and comfort, each 
with an acre of ground attached that 
under intensive cultivation is made to 
produce a wonderful amount of crops 
of various kinds. The hovels have dis- 
appeared. The people \vlth few excep- 
tions are now practically the owners 
of their land and they have no fear of 
landlords coming around to raise the 
rent on them as the result of abundant 
crops or improved conditions.
